One 01 the 
men threw out what was at first thought to 
be a large) white gravel stone, but which, 
on being wiped off by one ol the men, was 
seen to be an immense tooth which had 
evidently belonged to some large animal. 
The- tooth was about 4 inches long and two 
laches acioss the top, and weighed nearly 
four pounds. The men were abonttore- 
sutne d|feing,when Mr. Reed ordered them 
to desist 
lie acquainted Dr. Samuel 


LockwooJ,the naturalist wbolives In Free- 
hold, with his "find" and showed him the 
tooth. Er. Lockwood immediately de- 
clared it, to be a molar from the ncastodon. 
Mr Lockwood accompanied Mr Reed lo 
tht, place where the, remains were found. 
This was evidently the site of an ancient 
beaver dam. The laborer had cut throngh 
the remains ot tbe creature at a point 
which lock away the base of the tusks and 
a portion of the face of tbe animal. Under 
the direcuon ol Mr. Lockwood the dig- 
ging waa resumed. '1 he ends of both 
tuik>, were exposed. The left one was nn- 
covcred apd carelully lifted out to the sur- 
face of the ground. It waa 4 feet 1 inches 
in length, measuring the width of the 
ditch, which was IS Inches, and allowing 2 
feet tor insertion in ihe skull, the entire 
length ol the tusk would be 7 feet 10 inches 
No sootier was the tusk exposed to the

work of exhuming tin body was begun. 
Operations totumenced at the head, which 
was, 1}ing w i t h i n two feet of the surface. 
W h i n the liborers had cut down to the 
hiau it wna lound to be so soO. that Ihe 
bones, were easily cut through with .1 spac'e 
I was otarlj the color o f l tie black vcgeU 
ble mold of the meadow, and was there- 
fore almost indistinguishable. But a care- 
ful in^peition showed that Ihefrdat part of 
tht head was greatly similar to that of tbe 
i l i p h a n t o f tht present day, except that 
tht forehead was abnormally high. I!y a 
ck ^t investigation of tbe skull numerous 
<ur L*ila,some of them an inch m diameter, 
win found. 1 he bone of the skull was of 
,m immense thickne c^ ( but completely 
honiycombt d with these air cells. These 
cclli had become filled with the fibrous 
rods of plants, which extended through 
tin eutirt ckull. Afler digging through the 
skull and coming to the lower part of the 
head, three or lour more feth similar in 
shape, size, and weight, to that already 
de-cubed were found 
The teeth, unlike 


the tusks and bones, were in a remarkable 
good state of preservation 
The explora- 


tion was continued until the entire body 
was I ud liire 
Beneath the bones was 


found a bed of sand, upon which the 
annual had evidently laid down to die. 
1 he bones of the body, though greatly de- 
composed, wre plainly distinguishable 
and the position of the animal was ascer- 
tained. H was lying with its head to the 
northeast and its legs stretched out at 
length at right angles to its body and its 
head inclined towards its chest. About a 
year ago the remains of a megatherium 
were lound m the marl pita of Marlboro, 
where those of smaller set. creatures of that 
pei lod are Diimiroua. '_he discovery of 
the remains of the mustodon is important 
to geological hi-lory, as it has been the 
general belief among geo ogiats that at tbe 
time tbe mastodon lived tut coast of New 
Jtr^ey was submerged anJ that it has risen 
horn the water since that lime.
